From here she re­ 
turns to her home 
in Louisville, 
Ky.. where she will have as her 
guest the president of the A. A. U. 
W of Shanghai, Mrs. E. O. Whit­ 
taker. 
Lecturer, publicist, and traveler 
now, Mrs. Smith was reared in the 
cultured 
surrounds 
of 
the real 
south, with the Inner social circles 
of

Orleans, 
Birmingham, 
Louisville, and Atlanta always open 
to her. 
In 1924, Mrs. Smith first 
went to China, and 
remained a 
year, to create for herself a forget­ 
fulness after a personal sorrow. 
She went out first as a volunteer 
worker, with Deaconess Edith Hart 
of the St. Louis and St. Phoebe 
school at Hankow, China 
During 
that year, Mrs. Smith taught Eng­ 
lish and music, although it was the 
first teaching experience of her 
life. She served without remuner­ 
ation in the land In which she had 
had a deep interest since child­ 
hood. 
Made Second Trip To China. 
When Mrs. Smith returned from 
her visit to China after spending a 
year, she made nearly a hundred 
extemporaneous 
speeches 
before 
clubs, conventions, conferences and 
different types of organizations. 
A 
year later Mrs. Smith returned to 
Qhina, 
and 
remained 
there for 
three years. 
Before 
returning to 
this country, 
she made a 
world 
tour. 
"Yes, I shall go back sometime. I 
had heard of the lure of the east-r- 
and It is true. This last trip was 


though highly in sympathy with

Admit Bratatity and Terror. 
In one of the most startling reso­ 
lutions passed in recent years, the 
party * central committee frankly 
admitted that butklity and terror 
had 
been 
widespread in 
recent 
months, contrary to the party’s in­ 
st ructions. The resolution insisted 
that hereafter peasants enter col­ 
lective#' only on their own free will, 
and that 
churches be closed only 
when a majority of the community 
favors ft. 
The new orders, pointing out that 
persecution 
cf 
religion 
merely 
strengthens the resolution of tho*# 
persecuted, ordered party members 
to "halt sharply" the practice 
of 
closing churches by administrative 
order. 
Fcopie Ta Decide. 
The orders

that the 
closure of churches is to be perm it­ 
ted only when there is “a desire of 
an overwhelming majority of

ion of a peasants mass meeting

Moreover the orders make strict 
punishment for “guilty" actions in 
insulting religions.

Blame Local Officers. 
The resolution accused some local 
officers of being guilty, under the 
mask of collectivization, “of especial­ 
ly brutal, scandalous and 
criminal 
behavior towards the population.” 
including plain robbery and division 
of the loot in their acts. 
The party resolution did not re­ 
treat from the jxjltcies of collectiv­ 
ization and antt-religton, but 
re­ 
established the principle of volun­ 
tary action Instead of outside co­

J. W Crabtree spent his boyhood on s Nebraska * 
farm. acquired his cdtsostiSB hi » Nebraska co Hep#, I 
and for years wa# a distinguished and influential fig­ 
ure In Nebraska s educational ranks. 
For twenty- 
three year* he has been identified with the National 
Educational association, and is at this time Its secre­ 
tary. He came back to Lincoln the other day-back 
to the people he had known and he was overjoyed at 
seeing them and talking with them. 
At a meeting called In his honor, this is the testi­ 
mony which he gave: 
•I loved Nebraska during half a life time in the 
state. I loved It ss you love it today. I wondered, 
when leaving In Itll. whether my admiration for 
IU people would not dimtniah with time but not 
so. The more I have seen of other states and tit* 
larger the number of leaders and other people 
with whom I have come in contact, the more I 
love Nebraska and Nebraskans and the more hon­ 
est pride I Uke In saying: *1 am from Nebraska.’ 
There must be something of Inspirational value 
which growing youth in this state Imbibes from 
the air, from the water and the soil that becomes 
a permanent part of his personality—somethin* 
which means outstanding achievemenU wherever 
he may go later on.” 
There was something more than a desire to be 
gracious In this flowing tribute which Mr. Crabtree 
{Mkt to the sUte from whence he journeyed to gain 
national fame aa an educator. There is scarcely a 
lilts or large city in the union where some former i 
Nebraskan ta not occupying a position of high re- f 
sponslbUlty and trust. Mr. Crabtree mentioned a few 
—Dr. F. D. Brooks, of Johns Hopkins university; Wil­ 
liam M. Davidson, superintendent of the schools of J 
Pittsburgh; A. J. Stoddard, superintendent of the 
schools of Providence; Joy E. Morgan, editor of the 
Educational Journal; W. L. Stephens, of Long Beach 
California and Edison Pettltt of the Mount Wilson 
observatory, and a number of others. 
If you were to invade business and Industry there 
would likewise be revealed a large number of out­ 
standing leaders who spent their boyhood and early 
manhood In 
Nebraska. 
For a “backward state* 
whose sons were called the “Sons of Wild Jackasses-* 
by a well-known eastern United SUtes senator, the 
people of Nebraska have done very well. It ha* fur­ 
nished four presidents of the National Educational 
association. It has given the organization IU perma­ 
nent secretary. It baa contributed liberally to art and 
literature. It has supplied Its quota of scientists ana 
engineers. It has turned out bankers and merchants 
and manufacturers, who today stand at the head of 
the largest Institutions In the country. 
• • • 
What Mr. Crabtree describes as the Inspirational 
quality of IU air. water and soil may be condensed 
Into the brief statement that In 
Nebraska life has 
been free from artificiality. 
We have been living very close to the soil despite 
the fact that the aute ranks third in the union in 
automobile ownership; that one ot its larger cities has 
the largest per capiU telephone service In the United 
SUtes; that we own our due proportion of radios, and 
other modern convenience! of the home; that in 
parks and highways and in other evidences of an old 
and prosperous civilization we need to offer no 
apology. The blood strain Is clean and pure; her peo­ 
ples thrifty, ambitious and ready to toil for success. 
It is a struggle In this state. After sUty years of 
settlement and development, the basic industry of Ne­ 
braska remains agriculture. It is from the soil that 
we draw our wealth but in the raising of foodstuffs 
unlike the mining of precious metals or the upping of 
vast underground lakes of oU, we are fighting a re­ 
lentless, unceasing battle with the vagaries of climate 
There Is nothing artificial about that. It is primitive 
as much so aa It was in the days of the ancienU, or 
centuries later when the Pilgrim fathers established 
a new country along the Atlantic teaboard. Here in 
the midst of every gift of modern life we are per­ 
petuating a civilization whose livelihood rests upon 
that which was fundamental with the first of civil­ 
ized mam 
There is in it that which breeds courage, boldness, 
daring, and honesty. 
It does creaU a capacity to 
look facts n the face, to rise above disappointment to 
bear hardships and adversity with patience and for­ 
titude. Something about It does arouse a greater ap­ 
preciation of education, does inspire a desire tor 
achievement, does stimulate Imagination and dreams. 
The moon which has been flooding these recent nights 
with Its silvery radiance looks down upon a different 
scene and a different people than those presented rn 
the thickly-populated industrial centers and the great 
cities of the United States. 
Here in Nebraska there remains physical vigor, am­ 
bition and Idealism. 
Here is developed ruggedness, 
and courage of character reflecting themselves in the 
spiritual tones of the soul. Here are peoples seeking 
constantly to better themselves, who are accustomed 
themselves to prodigious 
labors; who have never 
gained anything except through toil. If other people 
came to easy wealth through rich resources of coal, of 
timber, of oil and precious metals, perhaps that very 
ease with which riches could be secured exacted its 
own penalty In initiative. 


crossings. This has now been done by paying into 
court the money required tor purchase of land to be 
used as the new roadway within the city limits. 
Probably no other municipal investment has ever 
been matte which will bring bettor returns to Lincoln 
and its people than this one. It Is action along such 
lines that evinces public spirit and progressiva tenden­ 
cies in a community. 
Along with the continued development of its park 
program am! boulevard system, completion of the 
new capitol and improvement of its surrounding dis­ 
trict. the graveling of county highways to connect all 
the towns in Lancaster county with this city. and 
other projects that are on foot, the opening of the 
new Cornhusker highway route show* that Lincoln 
is not lagging In constructive enterprise. 


THE SPECIAL SESSION CLOSES. 
With ?■ taming suddenness, the special session of th* 
Nebraska legislature came to a close Saturday eve­ 
ning. It Is only fair to say that more has been ac­ 
complished toward straightening out the mess result­ 
ing from the guarantee fund plan than there was 
reason to expect. Governor Weaver is entitled to the 
principal credit for this. He faced bitter hostility 
within his own party. He was the center ot fire from 
all sides 
Yet in the one thing which was Impor­ 
tant to stability in the state banking situation he 
achieved a great triumph. That was in the matter of 
legislation to create a fund from which claims arising 
through losses sustained in the failure of aute banks 
which were members of the guarantee system could 
be paid 
Only Governor Weaver's insistence that something 
be done to recompense the 
thousands of Nebraska 
men and women who sustained losses in failed banks 
brought about the final result. There was an element 
in the legislature, componed of both republicans and 
democrats, who were ready to kick the guarantee law 
over the transom without attempting to compensate 
those who had lost money In defunct banks. This group 
was powerful and it fought doggedly, with the ald 
of influential Interests, but Oovemor Weaver had his 
way and he is to be commended and congratulated 
upon his courage. 
In the form which the bill finally passed the house. 
it ts provided that the banks shall continue to pay 
assessments for a compensation fund from which the 
losses sustained under the guarantee system are to 
be paid. These bank payments are to continue for 
ten years and will produce in that period of time ap­ 
proximately 91.000.000. 
In addition it is anticipated 
that approximately $4,000,000 will be realized from the 
mirage of the failed banks. There Is a constitutional ■ 
amendment to be voted upon next fall which pro­ 
vides the state shall appropriate $8,000 OOO which shall 
be added to the depositors' compensation fund. In the 
event that the people approve this measure, and it 
should be approved, that will make $20,000,000 avail­ 
able to pay the depositors* losses, 
which is the 
amount which the department of Trade and Com­ 
merce estimates is necessary. 
Beyond the special assessments levied for the pur­ 
pose of creating the depositors' compensation fund, 
the guarantee law is repealed outright. It was an 
idealistic and noble experiment but it did not work 
and the legislature was wise in repealing it. 
The legislature rejected Oovemor Weaver’* pro­ 
posed South Dakota plan of guarantee. It was of 
secondary importance and the banking situation may 
be handled adequately without it. 
The legislation 
adopted by the special session contains ample safe­ 
guards and if the people of Nebraska will now do 
their part by assuming that portion of the burden 
which Is justly theirs by approving the constitutional 
amendment, there is every reason to look forward to 
the future.

The sum of $6,908 Is a cheap price for the city of 
Lincoln to pay for the shortening of the Cornhusker 
route leading In from the north, which will bring in 
a heavy volume of motor vehicle traffic over the 
Tenth street viaduct directly into the downtown sec­ 
tion. 
Practically every citizen will get some direct 
benefit (rom this change, whether he uses the new 
highway or not, as it will greatly relieve congestion 
in Havelock and 
University Place and along the 
thoroughfares leading from that direction into We 
city proper. 
Tile Cornhusker highway la a favorite main line 
for interstate travel north and south through Nebras­ 
ka. and it brings thousands of tourists from other 
states to Lincoln every year. These people, naturally, 
will be well impressed with a route that gives them 
ingress to and egress from the capital city without 
traversing long stretches of city streets filled with stop 
buttons, traffic signals, and local traffic . 
It was up to Lincoln to co-operate with state high­
